The Murray Canal. 


The answer which the Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals gaye the deputation from 
Prince Edward on the subject of the Mur- 
ray Canal is one which will be acquiesced in 
by the people of all parties, except the very 
few who may haye been endeavoring to 
agitate because of personal or political mo- 
tives. It was, that the Goyernment will 
rely upon the judgment of their engineers 
and that the best route in tho interest of 
the country will be selected, irrespective of 
any other consideration. 5 

So far as we have been able to learn, the 
engineers surveyed three routes, two of 
which are entirely new, the other being 
almost identical with the ‘‘route No, 2’ 
of the old survey. .The first leaves the 
indentation in Presqu’[le harbor known sa 
Weese’s Oreek (where also the ‘‘ route No. 
1” of the old suryey began) and passes by 
a direct line to the’ Bay of Quinte at Twelve 
O'clock Point. This route is the longest, 
and includes the dredging of a new channel 
one thousand feet wide through the shoal 
under Presqu'Ile Puint, giving a straight 
entrance into Preaqu'lle Harbor. Mariners 
state thata straight channel of tive hun- 
dred feet in width would make the harbor 
a first-class one. Route No. 2 commences 
at Stoneburg’s Oove, in Weller’s Bay, rons 
north-easterly to the mafeh and thence 
nearly due east to Twelve O'clock Point. 
The old route No 3, which Mr, Johnston 
adyodates, vas notexamined,as it wasshown 
by the old survey to be impracticable, the 
rock rising a height of 20 ft. above the level 
of the water, which would neceasitate a long 
cutting of the depth of 30 ft. 6 in., suppos- 
ing the intended depth of water in the canal 
to be 10 ft. 6 inches. A trial line was run 
north of the Oarrying Place Road.” This 
was the shortest line possible, but the same 
difficulty as to rock was met with as on the 
old route No. 3. There remain, then, but 
two practicable routes, namely, Nos. 1 and 
2. The former, despite the fact that it is 
the longer by » considerable distance, and 
although it includes the dredging before 
referred to at Presqu'Isle Point, is yet bo 
much more favorable, that it is estimated 
to cost, in round numbers, half a million 
dollars less than the shorter route which 
terminates in Weller’s Bay. This infor- 
mation is not official, but it will be found 
very nearly if not quite correct. The whole 
matter is now before Mr. Page, the Goy- 
ernment’s Chief Engineer, and his decision 
will doubtless be made at an early day and 
laid before the Privy Council for action. 

Disputes as to the question of route are 
unnecessary and unwise, as the Government 
have promised, and can be depended upon, 
to act irrespective of local, personal or 
Political prejudice. Better by far for all 
concerned to follow the example of our 
local contemporary and pronounce in favor 
of the canal, the route of which is of very 
Litfle consequence to all except a few.

Carrymg the War into Africa. 


Mr, Blake has proved, as leader of the 
Opposition, but a sorry tactician, as he 
frequently ventures upon the elucidation 
of matters which he does not understand, 
and finds himself in possession of the wrong 
end of the stick in consequence.

Council was made to grant those 
mortal onomies of the late Government 200 
square miles of timber io clumps of twenty 
miles, thus every stick and every tree between 
Edmonton and the Rocky mountains was 
handed over to Messra, Cook and Suthorland, 
so that a monopoly was created. (Hoar, 
hear.) This case must bo resting on the mind 
of the leader cf the Opposition. He must be 
apprehensive lest we do what his friends did, 
leat wo ate guilty of the samo favoritism and 
the same gross abuses which he saw in his 
own friends, (Laughter.) But our practico 
has been this. During the first three months 
that we were in power wo granted some 21

Is Sir Leonard Tilley’s Tariff 
a Success ? 


TESTED BY THE oRITS’ OWN STANDARD. 


Reduction of Taxation and an In- 
crease of Kevenue,

It will be seen from the figures given above 
that notwithstanding the remission of duties 
to the extentof about a million of dollars a 
year, & remissivn which affected the revenue 
during the whole of the month of March, the 
increase of revenue during the labt month 
was vearly $450,000. This takes away the 
last crumb of comfort the Opposition had, 
They have been saying that a surplus was of 
itself no test of the ability of a Finance Min- 
ister ; that the true teat was that which could 
be applied to Mr. Gladstone, who reduced 
the taxation of the people and yet had an in- 
crease of revenue, Applying their own teat 
to Sir Leonard Tilley, we see that he meets 
their requirements to the very fullest extent. 
He constructed a tariff which, while it afford- 
ed the demanded degree «f assistance to the 
manafacturers of the country and started into 
vigorous life some one hundred and forty new 
factories, has also been soeminently a tariff 
for revenue purposes that it promises to 
give a surplus of about five millions of dol- 
lars, notwithstanding the reduction of the 
taxation. Tried, then, by the test supplied 
by the Opposition, Sir Leonard Tilley has 
prove himself to be one of the most success- 
ful Finance Ministers this country has ever 
had. He knows how to solve a question which 
Sir Richard Cartwright declared to be incapa- 
ble of solution, viz., how to seoure revenue, 
while at the same time granting to the indus- 
tries of the country that relief from those un- 
fair outside attacka which were destroying 
those industries, The Grits declared that if 
the measure of protection demanded were 
given, the couatry could raise no revenue, — 
that if the revenue were raised there could 
not be the required degree of’ protection to 
home industries—and that if a protective pol- 
icy were adopted, the result would be ruin to 
the grain carrying trade of the country. In 
all thefe respects the Grits have been proved 
false prophets, The diffioult question which 
they dec! could not be successfully grap- 
pled with, bas been grappled with so success. 
fully that the productive power of the country 
has been enormously increased, while at the 
same time the grain carrying trade has not 
been injured but has increased, and the reye- 
nue has proved so elastic thet the receipts in- 
creased in spite of the remission of duties to 
the extent of a million a year, The Opposi- 
tion have been somuch discredited that though 
they have tried their utmost, no movement of 
the public mind against the fiscal policy of the 
Government has been parts piblat There 
have born absolutely no petitions presented 
against the Government’s policy with all their’ 
efforts to secure them. No petitions from the 
cousumers or manufacturers against the coal 
duties or the breadstuffs duties have found 
their way to Parliament, On the contrary, 
there haye been numerous petitions in favor 
of an extension of the protective policy in the 
shape of a bounty to fishermen, The returns 
given above are the completest answer possi- 
ble to the sneera of the Opposition directed 
against the Finance Minister, —and yet there 
are men who would ask the electors to ex 
change Sir Leonard Tilley, who said that the 
roblem could be solved, and who has solved 
it, for Sir Richard Oartwright, who could not 
see how it was possible to solve it 


A New Bra. 


THE FIRST THROUGH TRAIN ON THE MIDLAND 
RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


(From the Globe, April $rd.) 


The different railway lines formerly known 
as (1) the Midland, running from Port Hope 
to Midland, ou the Georgian Bay, with spurs, 
144 miles; (2)the Toronto and Nipissing, 
with Lake Simcoe Junction, from Toronto to 
Coboconk, 1054 miles. ; (3) the Grand Juvc- 
tion, from Belleville to M2doc and from Relle- 
ville to Peterboro’, 112 miles; (4) the Vio- 
toris, from Lindsay to Haliburton, 56 mile ; 
(5) the Whitby, Port Perry, and Lindeay, 
from Whitby to Lindsay, 464 miles ; (6) the 
Toronto and Ottawa, fr m Ottawa to Madoo, 
66 miles, were, as is well known, consolidated 
by Act of Parliament into one system, to be 
known as ‘Tho Midland Railway of Canada ” 
This Act came into operation on tho let of 
April, and on Saturday the six different com- 
panies above named ocased to exist as nepaar- 
ate corporations and merged into one com- 
bined system with ono directorate, This 
system now operates 464 miles of railway, not 
counting the 56 miles of the Toronto and Ot 
tawa division; part of hich is expected to be 
in operation in May or June, : 

The early train over this line left the Union 
Station on Saturday morning at seven o'clock, 
but what was practically the first loft at 4:45 
p. m, made up of three now passenger 
coaches, the official car, and tho oxpress and 
postal cars, Tho coachos were crowded with 

assongers. In tho official car wore the fol-

W. B. Ferguson, oD echo a ao A, 
White, Genoral Traffic Agent ; and Mr. Hag- 
ie, Mechanical Superintendent; also the Hon, 
ry ©, Wood, Mr. Soott, of the Georgian Bay 
Lumber Co., and Mr. W. Whyte, Assistant 
Superiatendent of the Grand Trunk Railway.

Behind 
those were stationed another marine and a 
non-commissioned officer, who were to give 
the coup-de-grace should the firat discharge 
not kill the prieoner instantaneously, Behind 
these again were three soldiers to receive the 
body, and one non-commissioned officer who 
was to bind the prisonor’s oyos. A delegate 
of Procureur Monravieff and a surgeon were 
also on the ground, The reading of the sen- 
tence occupied twenty minutes.

Saya tho London Advertiser :—In the 
case of furniture the N. P. inoreases the 
cost to the purchaser, without any corres- 
ponding advantage to the manufacturer, 
The tax levied in order to give the home 
market to the home makers is offset by the 
increased price of saw material, this latter 
increase being the result of the N. P, 
taxes.” Of course the Advertiser knows 
more about the matter than do those who 
are in the trade. We put against our con- 
temporary’s theory the practical experience 
of Mr. G. S, Tickell, of this city, an oxten- 
sive manufacturer of furniture, who is so 
well satisfied with the effect of the tariff 
that, Reformer though he is and always has 
been, he will support the Government at 
the next election.

laid on the 4th of Ootobor with Mas ynio core- 
monies, in the presence of a largo concourse 
of people, Although noither tho oxtertor or 
interior of tho oditico is yet comploted, the 
church will be ready for ocoupation noxt 
Sunday. Tho exterior of tho structure is 
familiar to most of our readors, It is purely 
Gothic in stylo,and ploasiog and pretty rather 
than imposing and masssive in sppoarance, 
Of course, in its prosent untinishod condition 
its external appearanco is hardly yet open to 
oriticlsm, but whon the tower and steeple 
are added to the main structure, it will un- 
doubtodly be one of the most attractive church 
edifices in this partof the Province. The 
material principally used in the construction 
is gray limestone, and the decorations are in 
red brick—thoe contrast being very pleasing to 
the eye, The extreme length of the building 
is 120 feet and the extreme width 6U feot, 
The church is more imposing inside than it is 
outside, The interior looks much larger 
than one would suppose from the appearance 
of the exterior, the reason being no doubt 
the Gothic style of architecturo which is 
strictly obseryed in almost every detail as 
well as inthe general plan. The peculiar 
class of Gothic architecture to which the 
building belongs is the ‘‘ perpendicular Goth- 
io.” No unoocossary room is taken up by 
lobbies, as is often the case. Tho main en- 
trances areat the southeast and northeast 
ends, and lead into small lobbies, about 12 
feet square, one oneach side, These are 
separated by alamber and atoreroom. Doors 
covered with scarlet cloth and ornamented 
with bras’, which swing both ways, scparate 
the lobbies from the body of the church. 
The auditorium is 86x54 feet, and the chan- 
cel 24x20 feet. The height from the floor to 
the apex of the roof is about 60 feet. At the 
eastern end the organ and choir gallery is 
situated, The main wallsdo notrise more 
than a few feet from the floor, and the roof 
springs abruptly from them, much after the 
atyle of the old building. The roof is tinished 
in wood, finished in herring-bone style, and 
well oiled and yarnished. A heavy wooden 
moulding runs along the bottom of the roof, 
and lighter mouldings are used to decorate 
the interior of the roof. Tho pendant rafters 
overhead are gracefully arranged and quietly 
but agreeably decorated, The clear-atory is 
plastered, as is aleo the front of the chancel. 
The top of theclear-storyis about 30 feot from 
the floor, ‘It ia supported by eight massive 
columne, fcur om each side, with five arches 
on each side. The columns are to be finished 
in English free-stone oolor, but as yet they 
remain with only a first coat of paint. The 
handsome ornaments with which it is intend- 
ed to decorate the capitals, also, have not yo; 
been put up. Tho clear-story arches are very 
graceful and in excellent proportior, They 
aro ornamented with heavy plaster mouldings, 
Tho sweep of the large arch jn front of the 
chancel is also graceful in the extreme. It, 
too, is ornamented with mouldings in plaster 
and also by rosettes made of the same mater- 
isl. Two columos with megniticently-carved 
Corinthian capitals supjort the arch, one on 
each sido, 

The chancel fittings are elegant and taste- 
ful. The communion ie eak, and made after 
a very pretty design of Mr, Alford’s. Itisa 
fine apecimen of delicate carpentry. The pul- 
pit is not yet finished. It is being manufac- 
tured by Northcott & Alford, and is expected 
to exhibit some exceptionally fine workman- 
ship. We believe the reading-desk is to be 
presented to the church by a lady, not a 
member of the congregation, and that another 
Indy has tignified her intention of presenting 
a white marble font The pulpit and reading. 
desk will be of uniform style, made ot solid 
oak, oary<d, and with no cloth farnishings, 

Une of the most attractive things to be seen 
in the church is the wood-carving in front of 
the organ-gallery, which is perhaps the most 
delicate and best executed piece of carpentry 
in any public building in the city, It repre« 
sents a series of intersecting arches,supported 
by columns with exquisitely carved capitals, 
The carving of these capitals was executed in 
Toronto, but the remainder of the woodwork 
was dono by Northcott & Alford’s employees, 
and is exceeding|y creditable to them. 

A feature of the church worth a word of 
praise is the pews, which aro designed to 
harmonize with the remainder of the church, 
They are of four sizes,—intended for the ac- 
commodation of ‘‘ all classes and conditions 
of men,” from the bashful single gentleman 
to the family of a dozen, The ends are orna- 
mented with a Gothic design—an arch with 
three miniature columns, and a trefoil in the 
centre of the arch. The pows are neatly 
finished in oil and varnisb, and sre an orna- 
ment to the church. Two of the membors 
of the Building Com mittee, wo are informed, 
gave $200 apiece in order to have the pows 
more in keeping with the remainder of the 
interior than they would have beea if con. 
atruoted according to the original design, 
which, though appropriate, was made with a 
view to cheapness, It is the intention not to 
provide knoeling-boards, but to allow the 
congrogation to furnish hassocks, It will also 
be the privilege of each powholder to up- 
holster his own pow; but it is to bo hoped that 
a uniformity in the upholstoring material will 
be secured. Tho seating capacity of the 
church is 700, 

Although the windows of the church are 
small, there are a good many of them, and the 
interior will be well lghted. There are ten 
windows on each side of the building—five 
lower ones, and five in the clear-story wall— 
bosides a window io the organ-loft and two in 
the chancel, one in the rear and one at the 
right. Tho window jn tho rear of the chancel 
{s triple, and of graceful dosigo, with mul- 
lioned mouldings. It is intended to put atain- 
od ylass in all tho windows next summor; but 
as yot only two have been put in—one in the 
onset ond, in rear of the organ, and the other 
a small round window in the western ond, noar

The heating arra: goments of the ohuroh 
arocomplote and ample, It will be hoated by 
hot air from two large Boynton wood-furnaces, 
built in the basoment, The cold air is cons 
voyed to the furnaces through long wooden 
box tubing, and when heated is sent up into 
the churoh through registors. A visit to the 
basoment reveals the solidity and strength of 
tho foundation upon which tho structure bas 
been raised, Two walls of solid masonry run 
the whole length of the building to support 
tho columns upon which the olear-story reats, 
and heavy pillars of masonry aro built to sup- 
port the beams on which tho floor joists are 
Inid. It was necossary to divide the beam in 
order to allow the hot-air registers to be placed 
in tho aisle, and o solid stone column was ac- 
cordingly built on each aide of each register. 

When our reporter visited the churoh yes- 
terday afternoon Warren’s workmen wore 
busily engaged in puttiny up the organ. Tho 
work will probably be completed on Friday 
morning, ‘The organ will be a great orpa- 
mont to the ohurob, for the front is desigued 
in uniformity with the interior devoraions, 

Tho architects of the edifice are Mesars, 
Denison & Stewart, of Toronto. The whole 
work was carried on under the personal sup- 
ervision of Mr. Walter Alford, Tho stone 
work was done under the superintendenco of 
Mr. Jacob Nioholaon, the carpenter work by 
Northcott & Alford, the slating by Mr. Jos: 
hua Lang, the paintiog by Mr Jas, Taylor, 
and the plastering by Mr. Thos. Gardner.

The Sun's Washington spec'sl says: The 
mombers from the Pacific slope say it will 
undoubtedly give the States there to the 
Democrats.

Absurd Joshua! You have no timo for 
f mily religion. You ere a military man, and 
your entire time will bo taken with affaira 
connected with the army You aro a states 
man. You are the Washington, tho Wo)ling- 
ton, the MoMahon of tho Israclitish host, and 
you will have no time for religion, But Josh 
na in the same vice with which he command. 
ed the suo and moon to halt and stack arms 
of light on tho parade ground of the heaven, 
cried ous: ‘‘As for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord” Before we make the same 
res. lation it is best for us to s © whether it is 
a wise and sensible resolution, If religion is 
going to put my piano out of tune, and clo 
the feet of my cbildren racing through the 
hall, and sour tho bread, and put crape on the 
door bell, I do not want it to come into my 
house.

of that party. That such a declaration is 
merely a rehetorical flourish and that the 
majority of the party are as intolerant 
as so-many Ozars;has*hundreds “Of timts 
been exemplified in the past, from the days 
of Robert Baldwin, down to those of 
Michael Foley, and up to the present time 
in the case of Messrs. Aikens, McDougall 
and others. Time was when such an ac- 
cusation leveled by the Globe against any 
member of the Reform party or any news- 
paper supporting that party was equivalent 
to political extinction, but that time has 
passed, andthe Lra not only spiritedly 
resists the attempt to whip it into the 
traces, but most effectually retorts upon 
the would-be dictator. 

The Toronto organ—for its action in this 
case proves it to be an organ—attempted to 
discredit the editor of the Era by asserting 
that his course had been dictated by dis 
sppointm:nt in not getting nominations 
from his party in the past, but the falsity 
of this scciisation is shown by the Lra, 
which declares that on the occasion re- 
ferred to Mr. Jackson’ refused to allow his 
name to be used and nominated anothor 
gentleman. 

The Era concludes vigorous and well- 
written article with the following satisfac- 
tory vindication of its course :

For tho past ten day 
at tho house of Mr, Robt Mikol, lat concer- 
siou of Amoliasburg, bis board and Jodping 
being paid for by tho Township. During this 
timo he got no liquor, and it js thought that 
the cravivg’for it finally made him delirious, 
Yesterday morning Mr, Mikel went away to 
epend the day in firhing, not expooti'g to be 
hore before night. Aboutnoon Mrs, Mikel 
also woot away, taking ber ohild with ber to 
visit at a noighbor’s,and loavio Coombe alone 
in tho houso, Mr. Mikel returned shortly 
boforo 5 o’clook, and found the houe silent 
and apparently empty. He went into the 
kitchen for a driok, and while in there he 
hoard a faint gurgling noise proceoding from a 
room off the kitchen, whioh is used as a eum- 
mer kitchen Opening the door, ho 
saw Coombo stretched on tho floor at 
full length, covered with blood, his breath 
coming spasmodically, ond his whole 
frame quivering with tho throes cf death. 
Mr. Mikel stood for a moment para, 
lyzed by the horrible spectacle; then recover. 
ing himself, ho turned and fled from the house 
and alarmed the noighbors. Assistance was 
procured, but before the house wos ro-entered 
tke wretched man had expired. His surround. 
ings proved that ke had made careful and 
elaborate preparations for the deed, On the 
table pear by were Inid Mr, Mikel’s razor, a 
butchor-knife an’ Coombe’s own jrck-knifo, all 
rocently sharpened, and covered with blood. He 
had used all these weapons ; and yet, though 
his throat wasterribly gashed, the jugular 
vein wes not sovercd, end hia dea‘h could not 
havo been rapid. A tub stood close to the 
table, and Coombe must have leaned over and 
bled into it, for thore was a Jarge quantity of 
blood in it, Feeling tho approach of doath 
ho then folded his coat and vest, placed them 
on the floor, and lay down with his face rest, 
ing on them and his hands under his body. 
He was lying in this position when he was 
disooyered by Mr, Mikel. 

On learving of the suicide, Mr. Wm, Peck, 
corone summoned a jury last evoaing and an 
inquest was held on the body. The verdict 
of the jury was that the man canio to his 
death by ontting bis throat while in a tem. 
porary fit of insanity. 

Coombe was 62 years of age, and was un- 
married, He is described as having been an 
intelligent man when sober, acd hard-work- 
ing when in good health. His unfortunate 
addiction to liquor was his worst fault.

Misrepresertations Corrected. 


(From the Brighton Ensign. ) 

We cannot for a moment believe that our 
worthy contemporary tho Belleville Chronicle 
woul.l be guilty of making 4 false statement, 
(ut.somo arguments put: forward last week 
in eupport of its pet—the Weller’s Bay route 
for the Murray Canal—are based on such eor- 
ropeous statements, that.we deem it right to 
c rrect them before either the editor or the 
publio get them go firmly fixed in the mind 
that it will be impossible to eradicate them. 
It says > 

“The distauce across the isthmus separa\in 
the Bay of Quinte from Woller’s Bay throug 
which a cana) “ould have to be out, is scarce- 
ly ‘ono ‘wile, There is also considerable 
marshy anj sandy bottom] to be excavated, 
which would make the extreme distance from 
deep water to deep water about two miles.” 

Asa matter of fact—we guarantee tho 
figurea given below to be perfectly correct — 
the route known ss the proposed ‘*MoMul- 
len’s route,” is 3} miles from de«p water in 
the Bsy of Quinte to Wellor’s Bay, and to 


the Inke,—making 5} in all. This is the 
shortest route which can be gut. The next 
in point of distance is what is known as ‘‘No, 
8"'— 3} miles from bay to bay—and 5 to deep 
lake water. *‘No 2’ from Bay Quinte to 
Stoneburg’s Cove is 64 miles, and to Lake On- 
(ario 74 miles. Preaqu’lle route is 6} miles 
from bay to, bay, and 94 ~miles to the deep 
water in the lake, To make the case for 
this Vicinity look as bad as possible the 
Chronicle says : 

‘In order to carry the canal to Presqu’Ile 
Harbor, a aimdace el apace seven miles would 
have to becut through. The cost would be 


donble if not treb'e what the Weller’s Bay 
fou .e would incur.” 


Three quarters of a mile ig not mach, but 
when it moans the cutting out of a canal 156 
feet wide at the top, at is worth noticing 
Then as to cost (and onthis subject our res 
peoted friend ix moro'at sea than on the mat. 
ter of distance,) we wish to say, with perfect 
confide: ce in the accuracy of the statement, 
that the Preiqu’lle route is the cheapest by 
several hundred thousand dollars of any of 
those prop »sed ;, that by Stoneburg’a Cove is 
the next, while the other twoareab ot equal, 
For the present tho above statements must suf- 
ficd, We trust the future to verify them. So 
mudh for the expense. With the next para- 
g aph from the Chronicle we don’t know what 
to do—to print it or throw it into the wastd 
paper basket. If the others were false it would 
be difficult to characteriso this, Just read it ; 

“ The fadt that no less than seven vessola, 
socluding the steamer Zealand, were. wreckod 
during the season of 1830, within a short dis- 
tance of Presqu'Ile Harbor, does not recom- 
mend it as a harbor of rofuge in time of need, 
The evidense of sailors is in favor of Presqu’- 
lle harbor as a place of refuge, owing to the 
more seoure anchorage, but it is oyorwhelm- 


y in favor of Weller’s Bay as offering a 
safer admission,” 


A short distance of Precqu’Ile indeed | 
Such nonsense, were the circumstances of 
the wreoks leas painfal, would be laughable 
in the extreme, but wheo we tell the Chron-

CHRIST CHURCH. 
OPENING SERVICES. 


Tho opening services 10 Obrist Church 
yeatorday were ottendod by very Inrge 
congregations, In the morning tho aoating 
capacity of tho oburch waa not sufliciont to 


accommodate the people, and chairs and 


benches bad to be placed in the aisles, As 


wo havo already given a detailed descrip- 
tion of the church, it ia not necessary to 
describo its appearance, Even in ite un- 


finished state, tho juterior was attractive 
and comfortable looking. The ncoustic 
properties of the building aro excellent, 
overy word spoken from the chancel, even 
in ordinary conversational toncs, boing 
distinotly heard by thoso sitting under the 
organ loft, 

Tbe Rector, Rey. Dr. Olarko, was assist- 
od by Rov. A. Dawson, who read tho les- 
son. 

A short sermon was proached by the Rec- 
tor, who chose his text in Exodus xii, 2— 
‘©'This month shall be unto you the bogin- 
ning of months ; it shall be the first month 
of the year to you.” Life, ho said wasa 
solemn and mysterious problem. No one 
has yet been ablo to penctrate this great 
mystery which surrounds humanity. Yet, 
here and there we have glimpses which 
will afford us light to guide our footsteps 
through life. These glimpses come to us 
through the medium of the church. Every 
ceremony of the Jewish Oburch, in this 
light, becomes important. We continue to 
obseryo many of the ceremonies which God 
established when he founded this church 
in the midet of mental slavery and heathen 
darkness, The fesst of the passover was 
to the children of Israel the greatest and 
most important of all their religious inati- 
tutions, it was the colebration of the ooca- 
sion which gaye them a new national life: 
it kept them in constant remembrance of 
the fact that they were God’s chosen peo- 
ple, Italso gave them a glimpse—dim 
though it was—of the future sacrifice of 
which it was a symbol, and through 
that, to the possibility of a life beyond 
the tomb. Christ was the great antetype 
which was represented inthe Passover, 
This is the great fact upon which hangs our 
hopes. ‘‘If Christ be not risen,” said the 
Apostle, ‘“‘then is your faith vain,” 
Well may the world be excused for rejoic- 
ing on this day, for the glorious fact which 
we celebrate is the earnest to us of a glori- 
ous fature which we may allenjoy. Would 
not this be a gloomy, fruitless, cheerlvss 
life, were theré not this certain hope which 
we look forward to! Everything on this 
earth—even our joys and affections—would 
be permeated with death, were it not for 
our faith in the resurrection of Christ from 
the dead, We should rejoice on this day, 
and let our hearts go up with gratitude to 
God for his great love with which he has 
loyed us. The congregation of this church 
should be especially thankful on this day, 
in view of the circumstances under which 
they met together in this new temple 
of God. These peculiar ciroumstances 
were more eloquent than any sermon 
which could be preached from human 
lips. On the 26th of April last year 
the old church was destroyed by fire, 
just after extensive improvements had been 
made in it and the debt had been wiped 
out. And now, thanks to God's goodness 
and the energy and liberality of the con- 
gregation, they were able on this day 
to meet together in this still more beauti- 
ful and complete oburch edifice. The 
apeaker then reforred briefly to the debt of 
gratitude which the congregation owed to 
the workmen who had ao well and faithful- 
‘ly labored on the building, making spe- 
cial reference to Mr. Walter Alford, to 
whose faithful superintendence, he said, 
was due much of the success which had 
crowned their efforts. The Building Com- 
mitteo also came in fora word of praise, 
especially the Chairman and Secretary, 
Ald. Dunnet and Mr. J. W. London. The 
rev. gentleman concluded by addressing a 
few words of welcome to those present who 
who were not members of the congregation, 
expressing the hope that their presence 
there was a symbol of that promised and 
wished for time ‘‘when there should be one 
fold and one shepherd.” 

In tho evening the congregation was, if 
anything, larger than in the morning, the 
aisles being full as well as the seats, The 
service was participated in by Rov. A. Daw- 
son aud Rey. J. Halliwell, of Hillier, the 
latter of whom preached, 

The olfertory at the morning service 
amounted tv $219, and at the evoning ser- 
vice about $47 - $266 in all 

The pew organ attracted considerable 
attention, and was much admired. It is 
27 feot high and 16 feet in width. ‘he 
pipes are beautifully finished in gold, and 
the woodwork is chestnut, with black wal- 
nut at the key board. The cost of the in- 
strument is $2,500. Messrs. Warren & 
Son., of Toronto, are the makers. The in- 
strument was hardly in trim to be used 
yestorday, and was not heard to advantage 
in the morning. During the afternoon, 
however, the tuners were at work on it, 
and in tho eyening Mr, Fetherston, the 
organist, was able to display its power and 
sweetness to much better advantage than 
in the morning.

ship. -Msn has intellect, imacinatioa and 
taste as well os boaes and muscles, and it 
never was a desigo of Providence that he 
should be doomed to exclusive diudgery for 
bodily sub istence. An alternation of om- 
ployment calls tho whole man into action, 
and the more mind we carry into toil the bet- 
ter, Withou> ahabit of thought and the 
exercise of our mental powers we work more 
like machines than men, and incalculable are 
the benetits which accrue from intercourse 
with the miads of other men ” 

‘Parents too often imagine that to eda- 
cate a child iato send him to school; they 
seem to consider hi» an empty ve sel which 
needs to be filled up or orammed by the school 
master, But to educate is to’ draw out. not 
to pouror oram in, The business of all 
toavhers—whether parents or otherwite—ia 
not 80 much to teach as to assist the child to 
toach itself ; not so much to answer its ques- 
tions as to enable the mind to »nswer its own; 
not so much to carry the water to the thirsty 
obild as to teach it the way to the fouatain ; 
, to croate the thiret for knowledge and direct 


its thirst, 

The mental power of the child is the dia- 
mond the splendour of which the skilful 
lapidary may by his polishing reveal, but can- 
not make.” 

‘* What is the reason that we daily meet 
with men of high intellect unable to give ex- 
pro}sion to their opinions or address an audi- 
ence? Why can not they impart their know- 
ledge readily and eloquently? Just because 
they were not taught intellectually; they were 
out treined while young to arrange their idess 
andexprees them in variety of language ; 
their perceptions, however bright, lie in con- 
fused masses, the holders have no confidence 
in themeelves to give unpremeditated ex- 
pression to their ideas,” 

‘Many parents content themselves with 
Srusticg to the Legislature to provide edu- 
cation for their children. This is a miserable 
dependence, Personal effort snd porsonal 
sacrifice are required. A school-fund how- 
ever princely, a echool.system however ex- 
cellent, cannot provide education without 
8 hearty, liberal, zealous o2-operation of the 
people to breathe life and energy and spirit 
into the system ” 

** Minds of light calibre are too often apt, 
when they see ‘well educated’ young men 
lost to themselvos and to society, to atttibute 
to the education iteelf that dereliction which 
has arisen not from the education of the youth 
but from eome defect therein, A friend of 
mine—Mr. Taylor—was asked by au old 
man, ‘Do yoo think learning and education 
dice sny good? I havo slways found that 
thom what learned much never grew rich, I 
have always seén them what went to school 
proud and lazy, and I can prove it.’ The 
old man then adduced facts and instanves, 
and sfter much futile reasoning Mr. Taylor 
was obliged to confess that te could not 
reason with that man, His facts were much 
stronger in his mind than any argument. 
The dificulty in arguing with ignorance is, the 
horizon is so low youcannot get an argument 
under it,” 


** School-learning is too commonly rogarded 
as education, when it isin fact only the means 
of acquiring one. The mere meohanism 
whereby ejucatiop is approached, The first 
step on the ladder of literature, The. latch 
to the entrances door of the chambers of 
science. The elevation of tho minds of the 
young to intelligence and enlightenment is 
boyond all price, Sow plenteously and thoy 
or you, or both will reap plenteously. No 
language can oxpress the cruelty or folly of 
that economy which, to leave a fortune to a 
child, starves bis intellect, impoverishes his 
heart, Nothing canbe so precious as tho 
mind and character, and they should be 
placed under inflaences which will awaken 
tho faculties, inspire pure and high principles, 
and fit men to bear a manly, usefo), and 
honorable part in the world.’ 

**Look at your teachers, tho moulders of 
character! how skillfal should be his hand 
who is to sweop that harp of o thousand 
atriogs, the human heart, the tones of which 
sre toyemain in the atrings forever, Truly 
in our echool houres it too often happone that 
**Fools rush in where Angels fear tb tread,” 
and school-houses without good teachers arg 
bat a name, Ong of tho surest signs of tbo 
regoneration of sooloty will be thy elevation 
ot the act of teaching to the highest rank in 
the community. To teach whether by word or 
action, {uw the highest function on earth Lot 
it not be ssid that this isa matter irrelovant 
to a Mechanics’ [natitute ; it is the very soul 
and spirit of itto spread evlightenment by 
the most practicable means, Apart from 
other and lightor considerations, tho moro 
enlightened a community is the more rapidly 
does it scoumulate wealth, A fow thouvsinds 
expended in the improvement of young hoads 
and hearts would in afew short years not 
oply be refunded but the visible property 
would be inoreasod twenty fold, and that 
which is invisible except by tho effoot of ite 
moral and intellectual power would be in- 
creased to an unlimited extent.” 

** We must educate educatorg before wo 
expect education. Wo oan afford to suffor in 

uniary matters, but we can not afford to 
»o Ignorant and vicious ; wo may ondure to 
bo poor, but wo ought not to enduro to seo 
our children illiterate and our nation immoral. 
Man is an imitative animal, how porfoct then 
ought to bo the objeote of our youth's {mita- 
tion |” 

“To womon often thrown upon their own 
rosources for amueement and instruction, this 
Jnstitute should be as beneficial as to men, 
To women, educaticn is as important as to 
mon. By the education of a lady, 1 d) not 
moan that which aims more at tho gilding 
than the pure gold, moro at the accomplish, 
ments thau the acquirements, more at tho 
showy than the verfal, more for what it 
cost than for what it is worth, In oda. 
oating guile we load the fing: ra with jowele 
but cut off the muscles of tho wrist Thoy 
learn to make rugs for toenros and pretty 


equally etrong.” 

“* I¢ ia a subject of congratulation that con- 
nected with this Iostitute is a library. Books 
enable us to hold close and iotimats converse 
with the wisest snd best. We baye tho ex- 
pression of their ideas in the most concentrat- 
edand matured form, By means of the prees 
tho sphere of literature is por otually increas 
ing, and indefinitely enlarged, Reading, once 
the privilege of a few, is now the occupation 
of multitud:s, and if wecan only encourage 
the taste for reading, by efficient elementary 
instruction, it will soon become the gratifica- 
tion of sll. Writing is the most powerful in- 
strament on carth. Through it the mind ao- 
quires a species of omnipresencs. To the 
freo and proper use of valuable books and to 
supericr minds acted upon and acting through 
tneso we look for those healthful and hopeful 
and wholesome impulses by which oor youp 
country willibe carried forward. The you 
of our country and the coasequent vecessity 
which thero is in all newly settled countries 
to direct our best talents to practical life, are 
strong pleas that our advancement cannot be 
rapid, Tho privileges of a Library are. how- 
ever, almost indescribable, What would many 
of those master miods of the last osntary 
havo given for the use of our Library! A 
meohanic—a jotrneyman printer—the first 
founder of Public Subscription Libraries and 
Mechanics’ Institutes, says in a few memoirs 
of himself that it was by the furtive assistance 
of a few bookeellérs’ clerks that he was ena- 
bled to extend the sphere of his reading, and 
adds: ‘‘ How offen has it happened to me to 
= the greater part of the nightin reading 

y my beside, when the book had been pri- 
vately lent in the eyening and was to be re- 
turned the next morning, lest it should be 
missed or wanted.” The times are changed, 
andweinthem. Are we advancing? Human 
energy pr-upted of human interest will surely 
accom human progress. We have indus- 
trial eo eed re training--litera- 
rary opportunity—literary training. Are we 
fulfilling our destiny ? ‘ 


Railway Statistics. 


Last Monday Sir Charles Tupper laid on 
the table of the Houre, the railway statistics 
of Canada forthe year 1880-1, From these 
we learn that the total mileage on June 30, 
1881, was 10,605 ; of thie 7,263 miles are of 


capital on June 30, 1881, was $359,285,700, 
made up as f»llows; Ordinary share ita), 
$128,.061.520; preference, $71,466,460 ; bond- 
ed debt, $84,891,313; aid from Dominion 
and Provincisl Governments, municipalities 
and other sources, $104,866,406. This shows 
an increase over tho capital as compared with 
previous years of $18,234,507. The capital 
per mile of railways completed and under con- 
étraction is $37,048. The number of passen- 
gers carried was 6,913,671 against 6,462,948 
in the previous year, an increase of 480,722 or 
7.46 The total train mileage for the year was 
27,301,306 miles, against 22,477,449 miles in 
1879-£0, an incrosse of 4,873,857 miles or 217 
per cent, The tonnage of freight handled was 
12,065,323 against 9,938, an inorease of 
2,126,465 tons or 21.39 percent. The earn- 
ings of the railways in 1880 81 were $27,987, - 
509 againat $23,536,639, the inoreaso — 
$4,450,770. The earoings per mile of railway 
under treffic were $3,859 in 1850.81 against 
$3.405 in 1879-80, showing an increase of $454 
per mile,

Your attention is callod to the enclosed, 
not ag an advortisoment, buat it is laid before 
you as an oyidence that the people aro ploased 
with the work that Iam trying to do, and 
also in the hope that you will through your 
valuable paper lend some aid in doveloping 
bee culture wishin the rauge of your circula- 
tion. We have bse meetings in Wooler and 
in Brighton, all of which wore satisfactory to 
those who attended. Tho obj:ct of auch meet- 
ings is mutual protection and encouragement 
by an interchange of thought and also to dis- 
seminate usefal information, Another pur- 
pose in forming these branch associations is to 
ultimately aid the central association in To- 
ronto, Whatever has been done in this mat- 
ter bas been done entirely at my own ex- 
pense, both of time and money. 

I am satisfied in my own mind that Sidney, 
for example, might easily produco fifty, if 
nota hnoodred tons more honey than it does, 
Some three weeks ago [ was talking with Mr, 
Mallory about this matter, and to my sur- 
prise he told me that the three or four lead- 
ing bee-keepors of Siduey, if they did not 
indirectly opp se the society, would give lit- 
tlo or no encouragement to an industry which 
thoy hold almost asa monopoly. Can it be 
possible that bee keepers, whom I hold to be 
generally, or to be almost, the finest fellows 
in the world—at least I would like to think 
so—would be inolined to withhold useful 
knowledge from their neighbora ? 

It appears that whatever is known of mod- 
orn bee culture is understood only by several 
gentlemen in your vicinity. Now, if those 
gentlemen would unite aud throw the force of 
their influence and the enthusiasm which they 
might inspire jn a large number of people and 
benefit them as well as enrich your adjoining 
townships without detriment to themselver, 

I do not wish them to adopt my plan or 
even to allow my name to appear in conneo- 
tion with any of their actions. Jt is not no- 
toriety that I seek, but the people’s good. It 
seems to mo if you would exercise a little dis 
cipline on our bee aristocracy it would pro- 
mote the welfare of those desiring to become 
bee keepers, For example, after making 
whatever comment you are pleased to, that 
the leading bee-keepera around yon meet at 
the Hon, Lewis Wallbridge’s office on a Sat- 
urday as soon as convenient, porhaps it might 
load to some preliminary arrangement. I 
have no hive to sell nora patent device of 
any description. I do not wish, however, 
that anything should be done in this matter 
without the approval of the Hon, Lewis 
Wallbridgo, which I fecl sure he will give 
you.

Bailey, 
tho tutor, an estimable young man, resident 
of Waterloo, was stabbed in the region of the 
heart by James Emmett MoBride, a» pupil, 
scarce 17 yoars of age, and, sinking into » 
obair, expired within afew minutes, in tho 
Fyenence of a score of terrified boys and girls, 

he scone of the tragedy was what is known 
as the MoBride school-house, situated in the 
settlement of Yankeo-towo, six miles south« 
west of Red Bud, Randolph county, and 
about 30 miles from St. Louis, From the 
statements of H. C. Hinckloy and T, J. 
MoDonongh, residents of Monroe County, 
ihe particulars of t\ tragedy were obtained. 
Mr, Bailey, the teacher, had occasion to 
reprimand the boy MoBride for » grave 
violation of the rules of, the school, and, 
according to the statements of the scholars, 
strock him twice in the face, either with 
his hand or clenched fist. The boy was ib 
the act, at the time the punishment was 
inflicted, of sharpening s pencil, and held 
an Ly knife with a small blade in his 
hand.’ Ina towering rago he sprang to his 
foot and a scuffle ensued, the teacher foro- 
ing the boy toward the door. Daring the 
struggle the lad was eeen to strike twice 
with the knife, Tho first irfl'cted “a alight 
wound over the eye, The second penctratsd 
the chest above the heart The teacher and 
boy were near the cor at the time. ‘ihe 
former Was seen to relinquish his hold aud 
the boy. tan away. Bailey walked to a chair 
andasid: ‘i haye been stabbed ; go for 
the Direstors quick. T shall probably bleed 
to death,” The affrighted children fle1 in 
terror. Mr. Anderson, one of the Diredtors, 
being in the neighborhood, was the firat~ in- 
formed of the tragedy. Heran to'the scene, 
but the poor school‘feacher had fallen from 
the cbair, and lay | the floor of the! de- 
sérted school-room dead. The boy McBride 
rau home and told his father, who sent a 
messenger to Reoault for Dr, Chinning. He 
responde. proroptly but could be of no servic, 
Mr. *nderson wrote to Red Bud and tele- 
graphed Ooronsr Hilton, at Watetloo, the 
c.uaty scat, who responded yesterday morn- 
ing. Upon his arrival he found the» body 
still lyiog in the s200l-roam, as it had fallen, 
At the 3 the tistimony of the pupils 
was slone heard and, on the finding or tse 
jury, the boy was taken by his father to Jus. 
tice Church, of Ked ud, who, aftera prelim- 
inary examination accspted $5,000 bail for 
his appearance before the Circuit Court, which 
convenes in March. 

A correspondent at Waterloo gives a slight- 
ly different version of the altercation, and 
says that Bailey slapped MoBride on the 
cheek with bis open hand; that MoBride rose, 
striking at the teacher. and cut him slightly 
over the left eye. Bailey then put him out of 
the school room and told him to go home, 
MoBride insisted he would return to get his 
cap, but'Bailey said no, he must leave. Bai- 
ley then walked to\the stove and picked up 
a small shovel and going to the door told him 
again he must go away, MoBride then made 
a stroke at him with what the people thought 
asmall knife, and Bailey walked back to the 
stove, dismissed the school and said : ‘*Go 
for the directors, and go quick; I shall pro- 
bably bleed to death.” In a few minutes one 
of the Directors had reached the school-house, 
but Bailey was then sitting in a chair uncon- 
scious, and directly diced. The post-mortem 
examination showed the fatal stroke had 
pierced the breast-bone, ranging upward and 
to the left, through the pericardium and right 
yentriole of the heart. After the release on 
bail, certain citiz*ns were not content with the 
action of the Justice, and a warrant was issued 
for the rearrest of the boy on a charge of mur- 
der in the first degree, which was probably 
serve | last night. 

Bailey,tho dead teacher, lived at Waterloo, 
and leaves an aged mother and a brother and 
sister, He was a young man of great promisé 
and very popularin the oircle in which he 
moved, He was a printer, at whioh trade he 
mede a living in the Summer time, teachin 
school during the Winter months. Tho 
who, in a fit of anger, killed his tutor is the 
only son of Randolph MoBride, anold resident 
of the country, and a nephew efthe Hon. 
John T. MoBrido, who has held many impor- 
tant public positions in the county, The fa- 
mily is plunged into deep grief at the orime of 
the now. terrified and repentant boy.—Sté, 
Louis Globe Democrat. 


Origin of the British Commercial 
Traveller. a 


William Hutton, the quaint historian of 
Birmingham, has sketched the early his- 
tory of British commercial travellers in 
connection with the iron trade. Something 
much more amusing is written by Dr. 
Aikin as to how. the commercial traveller 
system deyeloped itself in Manchester and 
other seats of the cotton manufacture. 
Long before Arkwright had introduced the 
machinery which gave such a wonderful 
extension to this important Lencashire 
trade, the cotton manufacturer had been 
wont to work with his own hands; he had 
no capital, and sent out his agents ; he was 
mastér and workman in one. Advancing. 
beyond this stage, he worked as hard and 
lived as frugally as before; but, having 
saved a little money,he was enabled to em- 
ploy'this as capital'for maintaining a atook 
of goods on hand, and to keep several ap: 
prentices, Manufacturers of this clase 
supplied wholesale dealors in London, 
Norwich, Bristol, Newoastle, and a fow 
other large cities, but had no commercial 
machinery for establishing trade with deal- 
ers in smaller towns, By dogroes, how- 
ever, mon possessing an scoumulated capi- 
tal of four or five thousand pounds began 
to éxténd their operations by sending out 
riders for orders throughout the kingdom, 
Ohaopmen, having gangs of pack-horses at 
their command, conveyed goods along 
tracke whioh no vehicle could have travers- 
od; thoy exhibited thete goods to shop 
keopers, sold what they could, and deposit- 
od the remainder in small atores at the 
inns. They brought back sheep’s wool 
from the country districta, and thus trans- 
noted a double trade, The rider and the 
chapman represented two different phases 
of commerce, both existing at the same 
timo ; but the formor gradually superseded 
the latter, When good rohdi began to be 
mado firm enough for broad-wheeled wag- 
gous, there ‘was no longer miioh need for 
pack-horees ; and the chapman became a 
bagman, carrying samplos of merchandise 
instead of the merchandise itsolf, which 
was loft'to be conveyed by tho road waggon. 
Whon, ata later period, the genius of 
Brindley had sopplivd the manufacturing 
districts with canals, still greator facilitios 
woro afforded for tho transport of merohan: 
dino, and the pack-horse was only wanted 
in roral or out-of-tho-way diatricts.

ME KYKERT'S VIEWS—TH% QUESTION IN A 
NEW LIGHT—ONTARIO'S RIGHTS CHAM- 
PIONED, 


The following isa full report of Mr. 
Rykert’s specch on the boundary award 
question, delivered in the House of Uom- 
mous on the bth inst. : 

Mr. Rykert. I was somewhat amused 
at the tone of the hon, member for West 
Middlesex (Mr Ross) It ssemed to me 
like the last dying gasp of a gentleman who 
knew what was going to befall him. In 
anticipation of the general election, the 
hon, gentleman tried to throw dust in the 
eyes of the people of Ontario by telling 
them they had been robbed by the Qon- 
sorvative party, This isthe old trick he 
is trying to play oyer again, tho old jack- 
knife aud mucilage story. The hon. gon- 
tloman knows quite well whois trying to 
rob Ontario, and if ho will only look at the 
Statutes of 1879, he will find that Ontario 
has been spoliated by the Mowat Govern- 
ment, ond that she is entitled to have a 
larger amount of territory than she has got, 
Let that be pointed out to the electors, 
and then they will see who are robbing 
Ontario. The position taken by the Qon- 
sorvative party is: 1st, {' ore was no pro- 
per bubmission of the question in dispute 
to the arbitrators ; 2nd, that the award 
was mot legal or binding ; 3rd, it does not 
tix tho boundary; and, 4th, Ontario has uot 
got hor just deserts. I propose to show by 
reference to documentary evidence, the 
position I take as an Ontario man, These 
gentlomen threaten us with vengeance at 
the hands of the people of Ontario, I am 
not afraid: to meet the hon. gentleman and 
his friends anywhere in Ontario. Let 
them name the day andthe hour. Let the 
hon. gentleman select any piatform he 
chooses; let him take his own town of 
Strathroy, and I will meet him there and 
discuss this question, He hopes to con- 
vince the electora that the Conservative 
party have not beon faithful to the trust 
reposed in them. [am ready to discuss 
that question with him anywhere in On- 
tario, hour and hour about. I will take 
him in his own county if he likes. The 
ground I take in the first place is that there 
has been no proper submission of this 
question. I would like the hon, gentleman 
to point out where there has been a sub- 
mission, ifhecan. Let the hon. gentleman 
consult his own organ and he will find there 
was no proper submission from a legal 
point of view, otherwise why would it 
claim that that cautious gentleman from 
Lambton had reserved to himself the right 
to repudiate the award} If there had been 
areference from a legal point of yiew, and 
such a reference as could not haye been 
repudiated by one party or the other; then, 
1 say the hon, gentleman from Lambton 
would not have got the credit he got a few 
nights ago of having been that cautious 
gentleman who reserved the right to re- 
pudiate the award. Let us see what his 
organ says. 

Mr. Trow. Will the hon. gentleman 
quote the Order in Oouncil passed in No- 
vember, 1878, and approved by the Goy- 
ernor-General } 

Mr. Rykert. We will come to that by- 
and-bye, The hon. gentleman seems un- 
easy. expect to visit the hon. gentle- 
man’s county this summer. I expect to 
zo On A missionary tour myself. In the 
Globe newspaper of Feb, 14,1 find the 
following : 

‘* Had there been any ground whatever 
for suspecting that the award wasin the 
slightest degree too favorable to Ontario, 
the Dominion Goverment might have been 
justified in delaying or refusing to be 
bound by it. Mr, Mackenzie, with his 
usual caution, reserved the right to do so 
for cause.” 

That disposes of the question that I first 
raised as to the proper and final submie- 
sion by the Government of this important 
question, If there had been a proper 
submission the Dominion could not, for 
cause or otherwise, haye refused to adopt 
an award based theroon. I was surprised 
that the member for Quebec East (Mr. 
Laurier)jwho claimed to discuss the quea- 
tion from a legal point of view, should 
have stated that because the award was 
made it was a finality. He knows, asa 
lawyer, that when an award shows on its 
face that it isnot in accordance with the 
fact or law it can be set aside; and the 
award itself, the documents and the evi- 
dence, show conclusively that the award 
was not founded on fact, that it was not 
an award detining the true boundaries as 
stated by Sir Francis Hincks. If the hon. 
gentleman will show to this House and the 
country that a proper submission was mado, 
then I am prepared to show that the arbi- 
trators did not follow the submission. 
They cannot show that a proper submission 
was made and, thefore, their oase falls to 
the ground. The award is not a legal or a 
binding one, and if hon. members will exa- 
mine the history of the submission ot the 

uestion to the arbitrators, it will appear 
pc that from the very inception of the 
proceedings the Governments contemplated 
haying the legal boundary fixed, and that 
the awards should afterwards be approved 
of by the Parliament of Oanada. As far 
back as 1872, when the question was first 
mooted and Mr, MoDougall was appointed 
by the Government of Ontario, as a Oom- 
miasioner, it waa then contomplated by tho 
Order of the Privy Oouncil, that the true 
and legal boundary was then to be dis- 
covered, Follow the oase a little further, 
In 1874 an Act was passed by the Ontario 
Logislature—and mark theaction of the 
little Premier of Ontario. He wanted to 
havo a little hole out of which to oraw) ; 
he was like the hon. member for Lambton, 
who desired to be able to get out of the 
award if it did not suit his purpose, In 
38 Victoria, chapter 6, an Act respecting 
the Northwestorly and North-west Boun- 
daries of the Province of Ontario, I find 
the following : 

“And whereas, subject to the approval 
of the Parliament of Oanada and the Leg- 
islature of Ontario, it has been agreed by 
the Governmont of the Dominion of Oan- 
ada and the Province of Ontario, that tho 
questicns which have been annexed con- 
cerning the said boundary should bo dotor- 
mined by a reference to arbitration,”

to be inferior to that gentleman, Sir Francia 
Hincks.

If they find that the terms of the 
award are not correct, they have a right to 
say so a8 much as Mr. Mowat had when ho 
stated that the award was not just to 
Ontario. The hon. gentleman says that 
Quebeo is interested in haying this prop- 
erty. I do not believe that Quebec is in 
favor of anything of the kind, I believe 
that Quebeo isin fayor of doing juatico 
to Ontario, but wants to havo a le; 
award ; and if so high an authority as 
Mowat says that Ontario has not had 
justice done her, they are prepared to say 
that Ontario shall have juatioe done her.

I know Mr, Blsnchard isa wholosale mor+ 
chant in New York and I understand the 
other throo are in similer viroumstances—not 
mon of large moans for New York—but tolor- 
ably well off for a Bellevillian, but Mr. Blan- 
ohard explained to Meesre, Taylor and Ashley 
that ho expected to get the necessary monny 
subscrilod by wealthy mon with whom he was 
acquainted, and to whim he bad spoken, and 
who wore ready to go in when he said other 
things wore ready. They wero esatistied with 
his ability to perform and honesty of purpose, 
Mr, William Coe, who hae given more atten- 
tion to the iron trade than perhaps any other 
man in the Couuty, and who knows Mr, Blan, 
chard, strongly indorses bim and says ho is 
able and capable to perform. In a letter from 
him (Mr. 8.) which I read at a public meeting 
he uses tho following l.wguage: ‘But we 
must have the assurance beyond doubt that 
when we have fulfilled our part no hitoh will 
cocur in carrying out the promise, Until you 
do thiv I can show you no subsoriptions, 
When you do it I assure you porsonally I oan 
put the machine to work inside of thirty 
days,” 

Ho is the promoter of the scheme and said 
that as the work was to be carried on in Can- 
ada with American capital he considered it 
best to incorporate under tho laws of New 
Jorsey, which his proposed subscribers wore 
familiar witb, and have the names of three 
Canadians on the provisional board, for which 
purposo he asked Mr, Kelso, Mr. Robertson 
and mysel!, allof whom had assisted him in 
his enquiries and researches in the County of 
Hastings, the City of Belleville and at Otta- 
wa, into matters sflecting the proposed in- 
dustry, to join bim and send us powers of 
attorney to be executed bifore the American 
Conan! here authorizing him to use our names, 
He did sv and sent us each $5,000 of stock, 
which stock 1 shall return if required. Lt is 
self evident that before you can Lave stock- 
hold: 1 or capital subsoribed you must have 
an organization, Such is the almost univeral 
custom in the formation of joint stock com- 
pani-s. Banks, railways, manufacturing com- 
panics—tfirat the charter, the incorporation, 
then the memb rs or subsoribers. 

Mr, Blanchard, when here, explained that 
the present directors were only provisional, 
and afver hearing him the Committee endorsed 
his echeme, as the large previous public meet. 
ing had done, and on the evening of the 22ad 
of March passed the following resolution :— 
Ald. Taylor moved, seconded by Ald. Smith, 
** That this Committee approve of the general 
tenor of the proposal eubimnitted by Mr. 
Blanchard on behalf of the New York and 
Ontario Furnace ‘o, for the crection of a blast 
furnace and rolling mills, and that a sub- 
committee, composed of A, G. Northrup, H. 
Corby, A. S. Brown, Thos. Ritchie, Harford 
Ashley, Ihos. Wills, Thos, Holden, Thos, 
Kelso, D, B. Robertson and C. F. Smith, be 
appointed fo settle and draft details of the 
agreement between the City and Compa wy based 
upon the said proposal and take the necessary 
steps to bring the same into the form of a By 
law carrying out said agreement,” 


Mr Blanchard went from here to Ottawa 
aod thence to New York, where he expected 
to receive a copy of the proposed By-law to 
submit to his friends, as the following extract 
from a lotter from him under date the 26th 
Maroh last will show : ‘‘I reached home this 
morning and hope to find your draft of a By- 
law at tho cflice to-morrow.” 


Whether or no it. will pay to manufacture

THE SEMLASNUAL DIRLOLORS' REPORT —RE- 
VENUE, CAPITAL AND EXPENITURE 


Tho regular half-yoarly roport of the Grand 
Truok Railway company of Canada for tho mx 
months caded December 31st, 1881, has jast 
boon issued. The report is accompanied by 
the usual statements of the revenue, capital 
and exponditure accounts, Tho gross receip!s 
upon tho whole undortaking, deducting work- 
ing expenses at the rate of 73-52 per cont, 
wore £339,682, out of which £208,778 have 
been psid for interest and rents, leaving a 
balance of £130,904, The balance brought 
forward from the preceding half year's acoount 
after payment of tho Preference Dividends on 
the 12th of October last was £8,122, This 
amount added to the balance makes a total of 
£139,027 available for the paymont of divid- 
ends, against £197,895 in the oo responding 
half-year of 1880. Of this balanco tho first 
and second preference atrck at 5 porcent per 
annum will absorb £188.895 Tho gross re- 
coipts for the half yoar wero loss than in 1880 
by £37,174. Tho p.seepger reciepts have in- 
creased by £46,632, and the number of pass- 
engers by 243,558, Freight traffic decreased 
£90,515, while the tonnage increased 220,- 
774, 


Canadian Butter. 


WHAT IS NECESSARY TO MAKE IT A FAVORITE 
ABROAD. 


Mr, A, A. Wright, of Renfrew, who recent- 
ly went to Eogland tosell Canadian butter, 
writes aletter tothe Mercury, in which he 
points to the depressing effects of butterine 
competition on the butter market of Gréat 
Britain, as a warning to Canadian makers to 
take especial care that none but the very best 
samples «f Canadian butter are sent abroad, 
He statcs that “during the past year the 
Danish ani French manufacturere, by adding 
a certain percentage of batter, bave brought 
their butterine tosu bh a tate of perfection 
that it is almost impossible to tell it from the 
best dairy butter, Consequently the demand 
for ordinary to fair goods is now almost 
gone, exc pt in the ialand townr, 
aud even these are now beginning to use the 
manufactured article On Saturday I went 
into one of the largest retail provision stores 
in Liverpool. OUn-the counter were three 
packages of batter and seven of butterjne 
These were marked in large tigures as follows; 
The butter packages 40c., 450 , 50c., respect 
ively, whilet-the butterine rangéd from 10, 
to 300, “Forthe 300, butterine the proprietor 
stated that he paid 112«., or 250. per pound. 
Farthermore, he said that ho could sell three 
packages of Danith butterine to oné'of bitter, 
and that-now he only bought the finest grades 
of tho latter, and that he had given up hand- 
ling Amerigan and Canadian goods altogether.

Tf its length hss no virtue ithas none,” And 
I go a little further on in the Poet’s Corner, 
and I find the gravyo of Sheridan. Alas! 
for Sheridan. Poor Sheridan! Magnificent 
mortuary honors. Whats pity it was he 
could not have discounted that monument for 
a mouthful of something to est! O, unfilial 
children, give your old parents less tombstone 
and more blankets, less funeral and more bed- 
room. Fiye per cent. of the money now ex- 
pended at Burns’ banqucts would have made 
the great Scotch poot comfortable and kept 
him from being almost harried to death by 
the drudgery of an exciseman. Horace Gree- 
ley, outrageously abused while ho lived, going 
out to his tomb was followed by the 
President of the United States and the 
leading men of the army and the navy. 
Some feople could not say bitter enough 
things about him while he lived ; all the world 
arose up to do him honor when he died. Mas- 
sachusetts is trying to-day, at the tomb of 
Charles Summér, to atone for the ignominious 
resolutions with which Legislature de- 
nounced the living Senator. It is too late. 
The costly monument at Springfield, Ill, can- 
not pay for Booth’s ballet, Costly mortuary 
honors on the banks of Lake Erie—honors 
that cost between $200,000 and $300,000— 
cannot pay for the assassination of James A. 
Garfield. Do justice to the living. All the 
justice you do you will have to do this side 
the gates of the necropolis, The dead osnnot 
wake up to count ths number of carriages in 
the procesgion, or see the polish on the Aber- 
deen granite, or to read the words of epitaphal 
commemoration. Costly mausoleum of the 
gontleman ia the suburbs of Jerusalem cannot 
atono for Bethléhom manger and Calvarian 
croes and Pil:te’s ruffian judiciary.

_ Farmers and the Tariff. 

The result of the inquiry ‘instituted by 
Dr. Orton’s Committee into the manner fn 
which the agricultural industry. has beeb 
affected by the tariff, is so far eminently 
satisfactory..

A SLANDERER BROUGHT TO BAY. 


THE PREMIER CASTIG\ TES MR. 
CHARLTON. 


In the House of Uommons on the 12th 
Mr. Charlton moved a resolution condemn- 
ing the Dominion land regulations. He 
said, in the course of his speech : 

He was afraid the report would go abroad 
that the influence of hon. gentlemen sup- 
porting the Ministry had been sold to the 
promoters of colonization schemes. 

Sir John Macdonald—Who will circulate 
such reports but yourself? 

Mr. Charlton —1 am only afraid that such 
® report will go abroad, 

A Voice—You are the only man who 
would ciroulate such a report. 

Mr. Oharlton said he would not sond 
such a report abroad. He was only pained 
to think such a report was possible. There 
was under the present arrangement plenty 
of room for corruption, Tho Government, 
for instance, could corruptly grant lands to 
colonization companies. It could also 
corruptly refrain from enforcing forfeitures 
when inourred by friends. He would not 
say that corruption was practised at present, 
but it certainly had been in the past, and 
might be again in the future. Ia fact a 
Government with such regt’tions in force 
was constantly open to temptations, and it 
filled his heart with pain to think that the 
present Government was beset with such 
tem ptstions, 

Sir John Macdonald said in reply. My 
hon. friend commenced his speech with his 
usual fluenoy, but he really forgot the 
place where he was speaking. He fancied 
he was on the stump addressing an audi- 
ence far away from the centre of intelli- 
gence and information, (Laughter.) He 
spoke about the possibility of corruption,of 
the probability of corraptiun. The hon. 
gentleman said there had been corruption, 
and there was corruption. I thank the hon, 
gentleman for the compliment that there is 
not corruption now. (Hear, hear.) Per- 
hapa, as there was corruption, and that not 
very long ago, the hon, gentleman hopes 
there may be an opportunity for corrup- 
tion again; but the hon. gentleman has 
admitted that at present no charge of cor- 
ruption can be brought against us. His 
language was unworthy of a member of 
Parliament, unworthy of aman who ex- 
pects to bea member of some future Ad- 
ministration. (Hear, hear.) Why the 
Parliament of a country should pay souffi- 
cient respect to the Government of the day 
to suppose it, unless there was a specific 
charge brought, to be incapable of corrup- 
tion, If that principle is not laid down 
Government is utterly impossible. (Hear, 
hear.) Let the hon. gentleman bring a 
charge of corruption.

It is the duty of every hon mem- 
ber who does not approve of the policy of 
the Goyerpment to attack it, but when 
he charges improper, sinister, or clandes- 
tine motives, the hon. gentleman should be 
prepared to follow up his charges by a dis- 
tinct allegation, and a distinct proof. 

Mr. Charlton—I made no charge of cor- 
ruption, 

Sir John Macdonald—That is» what I 
complain of, The hon. gentleman did not 
make the assertion, but he made the in- 
sinuation, which is much more mean than 
the distinct charge. (Hear, hear.) But 
the hon. gentleman is not only afraid of 
corruption, but he is afraid of an influx of 
aristocrats ; that this country is going to 
be ruined by bloated aristocrats and capi- 
talists, and that the colonization com- 
panies were going to make immense for- 
tunes. Whetherthereis going to be a 
monopoly by the land companies, by in 
dividuals, or by railway companies, the 
monopoly is all the same. The hon. 
gentleman must remember that the hon. 
momber for Bothwell (Mr, Mills) intro- 
duced a bill, by which there could be any 
amount of railway lines running over the 
North-West, and the hon. ikea (Mr. 
Charlton) was one of the strongest sup- 
porters of the measure, andhe denounced 
small holdings, and said it was absurd to 
suppose that a peddling policy would meet 
the case, but they must obtein large rail- 
way companies with large means to bring 
in settlers to the country. Tho hon.

The C. PR. Route. Through the 
Rockies, 


A Portland, Oregon, papor states that 
active work in the survey for the final 
location of the Cauadian Pacific Kailway 
through the Rocky Mountains and the 
ranges of British Columbia is to commence 
with the opening of spring. Major A, B. 
Rogers, in charge of the aurveya between 
Fort Calgary, east of the Rookies, and 
Kamloops, is on his way from Winnipeg to 
Victoria, having left that place March 14. 
A portion of last year’s survey staff is win- 
tering at Fort Oalgary, and will again en- 
gage inthe Rockies this summer. O. E. 
Perry and party, now on the South Sas- 
katchowan, will be transferred to Major 
Rogers in the spring, and a third party 
will be despatched from Winnipeg, via 
Bismarck, at an early date. It is about 
decided to adopt the Moberly or Columbia 
River route, which will crosa the moun- 
tains about one hundred miles north of the 
boundary line, Instead of the more north- 
erly route heretofore favored. The Mob- 
erly route will cross the Oolambia River 
twice at the great bend, and it is this which 
makes it a matter of commercial import- 
ance to Portland and Washington, Terri- 
tory ; for by moans of the Columbia River 
and the Northern Pacific, supplies for the 
working parties in the mountains can bo 
more easily and cheaply supplied. It’ will 
also open a market for the produce of the 
Colville Valley, one of the most produdtive 
in Eastern Washington, which is now 
isolated by its distance from the railroad 
and the obsttuctions in the Oolumbia, 
which prevent its navigation from Priest's 
Rapids to Kettle’s Falls, At these Falls, 
or more strictly speaking, at Little Dalles, 
these obstructions end, and for 300 miles 
into the heart ef British Columbia steam- 
boats can run at any stage of water, 
reaching the line of the road at both its 
crossings.

_ Lhe other morning I rose early; my 
i’ ¢ water water was brought in a Belgian 
sug, and, as itis my wont, I worked half 
ap hour in my garden with a Belgian fork 
and an American hoe. I then took off my 
French boots, put on a pair of Algerian 
slippers, and went in to breakfast, which 
consisted of bread made from Odessa wheat, 
Normandy butter, American bacon, Mocha 
coffee, and afew thin slices of German 
sausage as a relish. Comparing my Geneva 
watch with the American clock, I found it 
was time to set forth ; so I put up some 
American tobacco into a French pipe, and 
having lighted it with a Swedish match, I 
went to the railway station with its Bel- 
gian iron framework,from which a German 
engine drew nie to the city ovor rails made 
in Belgium. Here | worked for four hours 
with an American atylographic pen, and 
then went to luncheon, American wheat 
bread, butterine from Oanada, Australian 
mutton, Swiss cheese, and Vienna beer, 
The knives were American, and the 
waiter wasa Swiss. I consoled myeelf 
with an Havana cigarette, and continued 
my toil. Atseven I prepared for din- 
ner by drinking half agless of Spanish 
sherry with Dutch bitters, My dinner 
was made up of Portugal oysters and 
Ohablis, consomme soup (which came in a 
powder from Franoe), tinned entrees (from 
the same country). ‘American beef, 
Italian cheese, and French wine. A trifle 
of Ohbartreuse and a Manilla cheroot 
followed, and a cup of East. India coffee 
brightened me for my jousney home, Here 
I found my wife playing German music 
on 4 French piano, with a French shade 
on the lamp. [ took out my Italian 
violoncello, and, having applied some fine 
French resin to my. new Loipsio bow, 
played for some time with her,  Abruptly 
breaking off, 1 told her my adventures 
during the day in much the eame lavgu- 
ageas above. She grew excited (being a 
fair-trader), and assured me that though 
men might have such experiences, the 
case was different with women, I replied 
by reminding her that she got her bonnets, 
gloves, boots, and most of her clothes from 
France (I spare you the details), her hair 
from Russia, and her teeth from America. 
She finally scolded me in’ German, I re- 
torted in Portuguese, and then, seizing my 
hat and Malacca cane, I left the house, 
and spent the rest of the eyening at the 
French plays, going home in an American 
tramcar, and sleeping on o French bed- 
stead.""— From the People Newspaper.

Sir Uharles Tupper wade his promised 
to the Pacihio Rail- 


way, which was of the most gratifying 
character. The chief pointe were : That 
971 miles of the road west of Lake Superior 
will be in operation by the 1st of August. 
Tho work of construction is being pushed 
on with unexampled rapidity, whilst within 
tho past four months applications for land 
have been received suflicient to recoup the 
country for all its expenditure on account 
of the railway. Since January 1st, 24,000 
emigrants have gone into the country 
and from July Ist, last to March 
Slat, the Oustoms receipts wore $583,- 
000, against $196,000 for the same period 
in 1880 81, The Company hoped to be 
able to reduce the length of the line 
by 80 miles by securing » passage through 
Kicking Horse Pass, and it was evident 
that the amount of contracts would be up- 
wards of $4,000,000 below the estimate— 
a pleasing contrast with the result under 
the Mackenzio Government, when the con- 
tracts exceeded the estimates by over $11, 
000,000. Sir Uharles also contrasted the 
tariffs of the railways on .the continent, 
showing that that of the O. P, R. was 
among the very lowost. Hoe concluded, 
amfd the cheers of the Ministerial sup- 
porters, by ssying that the Oonservative 
party might well be proud of their railway 
policy. 

Mr. Blake followed, and contended that 
whatever benefit resulted from the Pacifio 
railway scheme was due to the Opposition, 
Whose idea the Government adopted in 
constructing lines across tho prairie in ad- 
vance of settlement.

_ Sir John Macdonald—Mr, MoLaron put the 
improvements there and Mr, Caldwell claimed 
to have aright to uso them. Tho ouokoo 
watches the linnet building its nest, and just 
as the noat is finished it goes in. Mr, Oald- 
woll aske the linnet to wak out, Ho Bays: 
‘*Give up your proprietary right to me. I am 
not in » position to lay my eggs ond raise my 
little brood,” That may bo avery clever 
trick of Mr, Caldwell’s, but ornithologists all 
agree that the cuckoo is a very dishonoat and 
tbievish bird. The honorab!e member for 
West Durham (Mr, Blake) spoke in language 
of contempt wish regard to compensation. He 
hasa soul far above dollars and cents, I 
think, however, that the hon gentleman made 
rathor a slip in bis law when he speaks of the 
materi+], earth and logs, and water end stone 
as an casement, 

Sir Albert Smith—Tho right to use it as an 
easoment, 

Sir John Macdonald—I know what the hon. 
gentleman said, He said tho only way to 
«ompensato a man who had an easement was 
to pay him toll, Now he put this up at the 
expense of some bundreds of thousands of 
dollars, It was one of the many enterprises 
by which Mr, MoLaren has risen froma horny 
handed son of toil, to use a favourite expres- 
sion, to the position of a wealthy man.

Sir John Macdonald —The honorable 
gentleman quoted the bills that were dis- 
allowed, Ihave already stated that it makes 
no difference whether a bill is disallowed, or 
whether it is reserved ; in either case the will 
of the legislature is expressed, and whether 
the law is set aside by the Governor-General 


by disallowsnce or by provincial advisers of 


the Lieutenant Governor ‘by their advising 
him to reserve it for the consideration of the 
Governor-General, the injury or insult to the 
Looal Legiadature is the same, their inde 


pendence is equally attached, and all the fine 


wire drawing of the honorable gentleman to 
show a distinotion between the two cases 


should be set at naught. The argument of 


my honorable friend for North Simooe on 
that point cannot be answered. The _hon- 


orable member who moved this amendment. 


had not quite the osndor of the honorable 
member who spcke last, He went intomake 
4 speech against the Government for the dis- 
»llowance of this bill, and be made a severe 
attack upon ys, and quoted several billa that 
had be+n disallowed, but he did ‘not conde- 


send to make a single allusion to any one. of 


the ‘measures which had been disallow-d or 


disapproved by the Government of Which ‘he

able gentleman argued thatif any bill was 
~ithin the competenes of a local legislature, ” 


we u der no ciropmstances: should interfére 


with it, The honoreble gentleman read the 


apsage in my speech which I made on the 
New Bruvewick School Rill, and pro- 
nounced ore rotundo the sentences in which 
I advocated, and have always advocated, 
the protection of therights of the different 
provinces. The honorable gentleman read 
thom with great approval, and yet he himself, 
asamember of the Government and as a 
mewbor of the Government and Mivister of 
Justice, recommended the. disapproval «and 
disallowance of certain measures. which he 
admits were within the competence of the 
Local Legislature; The honorablo gentleman 
denied my statement across tho floor that he 
had threatened (he Qasbre Logislature with 
the disallow ance of their bill about assurera 
taking out licenses. I say ho did exactly 
what was tantemonnt to disallowance ; ho did 
exactly what was the proposition ocontaingd 
in my resolution of 1868; he wrate to the 
Legislature of RAY pointing out all the 
evils of that bill, and oalled their attention to 
the necessity of amending it at their noxt sit- 
ting. That was the proposition in my reso- 
Jution ; and again and again, as Minister of 
Justice, when I saw o bill that was objection- 
able, eithor a8 being tlfra vires or affooting 
the interests of tho Dominion, I have called 
the attention ot the Legislature to it, saying 
that euch and snoh a olause is wlra vires or 
objectionablo for this or that reason, ‘and I 
write you this letter s0 that you may havo 
an opportunity ofamending it at the next 
session.” Woknow that that ie an intima- 
tion tbat if it was not amended at the next sos- 
sion it would be disallowed. But what about 


that second helf-breed Act from Manitoba? 


Tho first Aot, the honorable gentleman ssyr, 
was highly objectionable. It was reserved 
by Mr, Morris, the Lieutonant-Governor, for 
the assent of tho Governor General, and al- 
though it was o very bad bill, and very ob- 
jeotionable on every ground, yet such was his 
respect for provincial autonomy that ho allow- 
ed that bill to pave, 

Mr, Blake—It was the honorable gentleman 
that allowed it, 

Sir John Macdonald—Then I am vory gled 
to hear it. So then Jam not the man who 
trampled on the Independence of the Local 
Legislature, 

Mr Blake—Not then. 

Sir John Macdonald—Thoy parsed that 
bill; and objectionable as it was, I in my re- 

ard for the hutonomy and Independence of 
{fanitoba recommended the Governor-General 
to give it bis assent, But a chango camo 
over the Govornmont and whon the amended 
act Game down it was disallowed by ae Pee 
which is now oppealing for provinclel rights.

Sir Onas. began with a recital 
ofthe operations of the Pacitic Railway Oom 
pany during the. past year, the location 
of their line on the north shore of Lake Su. 
perior, the rapidity with which the work of 
construction has been prosecuted on the 
prairie section, the arrangements entered 
into for the completion of 500 miles of 
railway during the coming soason, and the 
efforts being made to disooyer an easier and 
shorter routethroughthe Rocky Mountains, 
On this latter subject the Minister of Rail- 
ways stated that the company had surveyed 
with encouraging results the Kicking Horse 
Paas south of the Yellow Head Pass, which 
had been first adopted, and that these sur- 
veys would be continued this year with a 
view to definitely determining whether it 
would prove as advantageous for the pur- 
pose of the railway as the Yellow Head. 
The great advantage of this route would be 
a shortening of the length of the main line 
by 79 miles, but while the Government is 
desirous of having adopted the shortest pos- 
sible route, Sir Charles stated that the 
Pacifio Railway Company would be debar-

Mr, Blake when, in the session of 1880, 
he announced, as cheering news for his 
broken and dispirited party, that the great 
Liberal party of England had carried 
the ‘elections. He then eulogized that 
Liberal party, and pointed out how 
closely the Libersls of Canada were allied 
with the party of the same name in Eng- 
land. He augured from Mr. Gladstone's 
succes. tho success of himsolf and party. 

Mr. Blake's object was too palpably 
brought out. ‘Political capital’ was writ- 
ten all over his speech. It wasa bid for 
the vote of Ireland’s friends in Osnada.

Sir John A. Macdonald replied. In the 
course of three-quarters of an hour he gave 
his auditors an insight into the inner work- 
ings of the groat system of diplomacy which 
regulates the intercourse of nations, as na- 
tions, with each other, the whole going to 
show the absurdity of aupposing for an in- 
stant that nations like France and Spain 
would hold diplomatic relations with a 
colony, while they refused to allow their 
own colonies to possess treaty making 
power. Wero we seeking to establish 
commercial relations with Spain -would 
that country deal with us 48 a dependency 
when abe had refused to permit Ouba 
to possess that power? Tho power de- 
manded by Mr, Blake could not advance 
us further than we were, Brazil and 
Canada had, under the circumstances exist- 
ingin Oanada, found no difficulty in ar- 
ranging international trade relations. 
France and Oanada purposed to establish 
steam communication: with each other. 
When Oanada wants to be included in any 
treaty England makes, she has only to ask 
in order to receive, Canada also possessed 
a tariff-making power which practically ren- 
dered unnecéssary the commercial treaty 
with other people. She could say to any na- 
tion; Give us exceptional advantages and 
we will give you the dame, The Grits in 
office had neyer given any attention to the 
foreign commercial relations of Oanada, 
They had left everything to drift. No such 
resolutions as those now introduced by Mr. 
Blake had then been urged by him, The 
present Government had, immediately on 
obtaining power, provided the machinery 
by whioh to secure all that was practically 
needed, They had made arrangements by 
which Sir Alexander Galt ocoupied a post- 
tion of great influence with the Imperial 
Government.

Murder of Ratrick MeCarty by 


They (Shoot Him Through the Mouth. 

NriaGara FALLS, April 22.—At6 o’clook 
this evening a report was circulated that Pat- 
rick McCarty, omployed by Ben, Sutherland, 
a farmer, oight milos east of Suspension Hridy % 
New York, had beon murdered by two Ia- 
dias on the New York Central Rsilway 


| petision Bridge, N.Y. Partioulara of the caso 
given by Patrick Hogan, switchman of the 
Now York Central at the ebovo crossing, Who 
Witoessed part of tho marder,are as follows:— 
It soema’that the Indians, whose names are 
Dennis Pendleton and Oliver Miller, living 
on Tuscarora Reservation, about seven miles 
east of the Bridgo, had promised to pick up 
MoCarty on their way home with their horse 
an. buggy if he would meet them at the cross- 
ing, which he did, and when talkiag to those 
present he made tho remark. ‘' Here comes 
my ride,” and on the arrival of the Indians 
attor passing over the crossing a train obscured 
thom from tho view of Hogan,and on his going 
around to turn the switch he found MoUarty 
struggling with one of the Iodians on the road, 
the other being in the buggy, and saw the 
Indian strike MoCarty twice on thé'face, when 
MoOarty grabbed the Indian. around the 
neck, and threw him down on the road, 
when the Indian jamped up and ran away, 
McCarty had his cost off, after which some 
severe language passed butwoen them, The 
Indian returned, walked up to within ten feet 
of MoCarty, drow o revolver and fired, the 
bullet entering MoCarty’s mouth, in the right 
corner, passing into the back portion of his 
head, killing bim instantly, The Indian 
amped into the buggy with his comrade, and 
th drove off at a rapid rate. D -tective 
James Travers, of New York county, who 
happened to be in easy reach, ran down to 
the residence of Frank Rieger, a few hundred 
yerde from the scene of the murder. Mr, R,, 
who had just returned with hia wife from a 
buggy ride, and Detective Travers started 
after the murderer with his horse and buggy, 
and overtook them just as they were stabling 
their horse in Pendleton’s barn. The detect- 
ive and Mr, Rieger secured their men before 
they could get away, and brought them batk 
to the village lock-up. Dennis Pendleton 
would not say anything in regard to the mur-| 
der, but seemed to be under the influence of 
liquor, and was very boisterous, His asao- 
ciate Oliver Miller was more calm in temper- 
ament, and conversed with the village Presi- 
dent, John Quick; and when asked by that 
|| gentleman which of them shot MoOarty, said 
lit was Pendleton, but would not say anything 
further, Tho murderer Pendleton is a small 
man, 5 ft. 8 in, and 24 years of age. He has 
avery desperate and determined look on his 
dark face, and is well kaown by the villagers 
both as a desperate and treacherous character, 
and has a wite and two children, Millerisa 
|| stouter man, about 5ft. 1lin., and unmarried; 
has a better lo k on his face, and f:om all ac- 
counts has led a far better life than Pendle- 
ton, and is supposed to be innocent of having 
apy connection with the murder, The mur 
dered man MoCarty is 35 years of age, and 
unmarried, At8 p,m. Pendleton was taken 
from the village lock up for safe keeping and 
incarcerated in the Niagara Falls (N. Y.) gao!. 
When taken out shackled, and conveyed to a 
carriage, by an escort of four policemen, be 
was hooted at by a concourse of villagers, and 
tho feeling ran high enough to lynch him, 


The Armies of Hurope. 


The great army with whioh Xerxes invaded 
Greece 1s reported by, ancient historians to 
have numbered 2,317,000 men, women, and 
children. Making due allowance for the 
catnp followérs and other non-combatants jn 
this motley throng, this army must be esti 
mated as of vory much smaller sizo than some 
'that have since been maraballed At the, 
battle of Leipsic, where the French fought on 
one side, and all Europe on the other, the 
formor numbered 160,000, and the latter 
‘300,000 men, the foroes engaged thus being 
somewhat under half a million, The armies 
of éach of the three chief powers of the Con- 
tinent now surpass in numbers all the troops 
at Leipsio, while the aetive and reserve army 
of Russia alone almost equals the fabled 
atrength of Xerxes. 

The great powers maintained in actual 
training thousands‘and’ thousands of men. 
An unyielding conscription keeps the ravke 
full, Itisliterallytrue that Porape is in 
time of peace prepared for war, This is cs- 
pecially true of Germany, which has the 
tinest army and the most perfect military 
systemon whioh the sun shines, But be- 
sides the effective stroogth of each army on 
the peace footing, there is also in the case of 
each a still more numerous and soarcely less. 
officient reserve, The resorve strength oan- 
not be brought into the field at once, but the 
outbreak of hostilitics in any quarter would 
be the signs! for its mobilization. With the 
active armios ready to take the field almost 
ata moment's notice, the reserves could be 
brought out ready for action as soon as thoir 
wervices should be noeded This rtatement

According io the Naval Estimr tes for 1873,

will be 26,223, against 27,125 in 1882, ‘Lhe 
French naval material consists of 36 ironclads 
of tho first class, the most powerfal of which 
is the Formidable, 11,441 tons displacement, 
98 motres in length, She has only beon re- 
cently lavnched. Her armor plates maxt- 
mom thickness amidships is 55 centimetres ; 
thet of her tarrets is 45 centimetres, She 
bas threo 109.ton gans in hor turrets, twelve 
14 centimetre guns on her gua deck, and 
oight Hotohkies revolviog cannon in the bows 
and stern, Her orew consists of 500 men. 
Next come 15 second-class ironclads. The 
third category of thé nuvy consists of foven 
jronolad coastguard shipa of tle first-class, 
averaging from 7,239 to 5,584 tons displace- 
ment, They are all tarret ships and carry 
two guns, some of 42, others ot 27 centi- 
metres, with fonr, 10.centimetre guns and 
two mitrailleuses in the bows and atern. 
There are in addition nine other second- 
olaas veusela of tho same type, and seven 
floating batteries make up the total of 
the ironclad fleet The Frevch navy is pecus 
liarly well supplied with fast first-class orui- 
sers, Of these there are 14, the moat formi- 
dable beiog the Tourvelte and the Duquesne, 
Their armament is similar—namely, fourteen 
14 centimetre guns on the main dedk, and 
seven 19 centimetre guns in the bow and 
stern. N-xt come 2] second-class port orui- 
sere, and 19 of the third olass, The remaia- 
der of the navy consis's in the following ves- 
selé:—Sixteon first clase guoboats, five 
second-class gun boats, 42 training boats, 19 
despatch boate, 10 tenders, and 24 chaloupes 
and canonieres, One floating ship and one 
floating workshop briog the practioal list to a 
close, There area number of old paddle 
sloops, sailing line of bat le ships, brige aud 
frigates, and old auxiliary screw vessels that 
are only kept, probably, because they would 
not repay the cost of breakingup.

Americans felt the most friendly senti- 
mentsfor the Mother Lond and all her 
children, and they were daily forging the 
chains which would bind them oloser to- 
gether.

Further valuable testimony in favor of 
the N, P. was given before Dr. Orton’s 
Oommittee on the 25th, when Mr. John 
Abell, of Woodbridge, the well known 
manufacturer of agricultural implements, 
was oxamined.

The Welland Canal. 


Sr. Oarnartyes, Oot., April 24.—Tho 
enlarged Welland canal is now open for 
traffic, and for the past few days the hearts 
of our citizens have boon gladdened by the 
upward and downward movement of vessels 
through this channel—a channel destined, 
when fully completed to reyolutionize the 
carrying trade of the lakes. in 1821 the 
agitation for the construction of a canal to 
connect lakes Erie and Ontario was begun, 
and culminated in 1823 by a committee of 
the Legislature reporting in favor of its 
construction, the oanal to be of such di- 
mensions as would accommodate the clara 
of vessels then navigating the lakes, In 
1824 the Wolland Oanal Company was or- 
ganized through the unflagging efforts of 
the late Hon, W, H. Merritt. Publio 
meetings were called and every possible 


means taken to excite public opinion in : 


favor of the work, but only a small measure 
of success attended these efforts, for at the 
ceremony of turning the first sod on Nov. 
30th, 1824, only about half a dozen per- 
sons were present, Mr. Merritt, however, 
persevered and finally succeeded tn build- 
ing the canal, notwithstanding the fact that 
thehistory of his company was one of 
financial embarrassment. The locks of 
this canal wére of wood, 110 feet in length, 
by 22 feetin breadth, the prism of the 
channel being 26 feet at the bottom and 
58 feet at the surface of the water, It was 
tive years from the date of breaking the 
ground before vessels ascended from Lake 
Onterio to the Welland river, and thence 
through that channel to Lake Erie. Io 
1833 the work was completed to Port Uol- 
borne, and in 1839 the Government decid- 
ed to acquire the work, but it was not 
fully carried out until 184], And the 
capal became the property of the Govern- 
ment it was enlarged, and the looks con- 
atructed of stone. In 1870 the necessity 
fors. still further enlargement could no 
longer be delayed, and after thorough in- 
vestigation it was decided not to enlarge 
the old channel, but to build an entirely 
new canal from Port Dalhousie to Allan- 
burg, there to join the old channel, which 
was to be deepened and improved to meet 
the enlarged scale of navigation proposed. 
In 187] it was decided to go on with the 
work, and in 1872 tenders wore asked for 
portions of the work. All the contracts 
are now complete except the aqueduct at 
Welland and the rook-cutting at Stone- 
bridge. The non.completion of the aque- 
duct is a great drawback to the working of 
the canal, inasmuch as the ‘scale of naviga- 
tion contemplated vannot be obtained un- 
till the new structure iscompleted. How- 
ever, the canal is open, and it now remains 
for the people of Canada to demonstrate to 
the world that they have not spent their 
money in vain. The propellor John C. Gault, 
of the Wabash line, Captain Stewart, which 
passed down the enlarged Welland canal on 
Saturday last is the largest propeller whioh 
has yet gone down to this date. The Gault 
has a length of hull over all of 233 feet, 
and a breadth of beam over all 33 feet ; 
depth of hold, 13 feet 6Ginches, Her capa- 
city is 31,000 bus. corn ona dratt of 11 feet 
6 inches of water, and 42,000 of corn on 13 
feet 6 inches. The time occupied in going 
through the new out from Thorold to Port 
Dalhousie was twelve hours and sixtcen 
in going through the entire oanal and not 
the slightest hitch or difficulty occurred in 
the trip through the canal. Oapt. Stewart 
expressed himself well satisfled with his 
first experienco in navigating the enlarged 
Welland canal, J° is very pleasing to know 
that the navigation ic found to be satisfac« 
factory. Many of the gates work stiffly as 
yet, and some of the locktenders are rather 
green at the work, but this will soon be 
remedied by experience and use. The 
lockages are made in about twenty min- 
utes,

The Water ‘Supply in Dairying 


There are some important requisites for 
success in dairying, which are often over- 
looked, or, at lenst,aro not duly considered 
by those about to enter upon this branch 
of industry, The high price for duiry 
products during tho past two yoars, and 
the facility with which the factory system 
can be carried into new districts, have 
induced many farmors to turn their atten- 
tion to dairying, under the impression that 
the establishment of « cheese factory or a 
creamery among them is all that is needed 
or dairying to be successfal and remunera- 

tive. Thisis a mistake, as many have 
found to their cost, and it is for the pur- 
pose of drawing attention to some of the 
more common sources of fatlure that the 
following suggestions aro made. 

No scction of country is adapted to 
dairying unless it hasan abundant water 
supply, either in eprings and streams of 
clean,running water,or from wells or ponds 
80 arranged as to furnish it fresh and in 
abundance as needed by stock. I regard 
good water, conviently located and ample 
in quantity for the wants of the dairy 
stock, as the chief or most important re- 
quisite for a dairy farm. Pastures may fail 
sod the ordinary sources of food may be 
cut short from time to time,b» these may, 
with proper care, be, guarded against by 
supplementing with soiling crops, with 
ground grain, or indeed, by the purchase 
of bran and mill-feed, to bridge over 
drought, or the temporary failure of grass 
crops, But a failure in the water supply, 
even if it does not-cause disease and death 
in the herd, willso diminish the yield ot 
milk as to make any kind of cows unre- 
munerative as milk-producers, Herds that 
fall offin milk forlack of water during 
summer cannot be readily brought back to 
a full yield during the remainder of the 
season, though abundantly supplied with 
water and feed, I saw this tested in numer- 
ous instances during the drought last sum- 
mer in sono of the best dairy sections of 
New York, where certain dairy farmers 
failed in their water supply, and where 
water had to be hauled for a long distance 
in cans for the supply of stock. In some 
instances teams were kept running con- 
stantly during the day for weeks, and yet 
the herds were only partially supplied with 
the water they needed, and the yield of 
milk, in conse:juence,so fell off in quantity, 
that the average could not be brought back 
again ona full supply of water and feed. 
Another notable feature in the milk of these 
cows while being famished for lack of 
Water, was its inferior quality, since 12 
pounds of this milk were barely sufficient 
to make a pound of cheese, whereas before 
the water famine 10 pounds of milk from 
the same cows were sufticient for the pound 
of cheese, 

Any one, who has seen a large herd of 
milch cows suffering from” lack of water 
during hot, dry weather, and has noted the 
apxiety, the trouble and loss of dairymen 
having charge of such stock, will, I think, 
agree with me that the water supply on 
dairy farms isof the highest considera- 
tion. 

But there are many farms where water 
is abundant, yet of badquality, especially 
during the hot weather. Itis the water 
found in swales and ‘slooghs—stagnant 
water reoking with the filth of decompos 
ing vegetable matter. The cows that slake 
thirst in such water yield bad and un- 
wholesome milk, from which no first class 
butter or cheese, can bo made, A single 
herd, compelled to get water from such 
sources, yields milk that when mingled 
with good milk contaminates it. Like 
yenst, a little will affect a large quantity of 
sound milk, rendering the whole mass un- 
sound and causing trouble in manufactur- 
ing. Thisis the kind of milk that is 
prolific in causing floating curds, ‘ off- 
flavored” cheese, snd other disasters in 
the dairy, that injure the reputation of 

competent manufacturers, and are the 
sources of serious Joss to dairymen, So 
bad was the milk from this source at cer- 
tain factories during the hot, dry weather 
of August last, that some cheese makers 
had to resort to the use of vinegar in mani- 
pulating their curds in order to saye the 
product from total loss ;the stench from 
these ourds is often most offensive while 
being worked, and the consumer who oats 
of the yoods must have a stomach “ poison- 
proof.” 

Dairymen, not only as a matter of econ- 
omy snd profit to themselves, but as a duty 
to consumers of dairy products, should 
look well to the water supply of their 
farms. If they are not proyided with 
springs and streams of nover failing water, 
which is fresh and wholesome, wells should 
be sunk and windmills erected for pump- 
ing water into tanks so that dairy etock 
may get a full supply of fresh hoalthy 
water ; aud especial care should be taken 
to prevent milch cows from drinking the 
stagnant water of sloughs and filthy pools. 

The time is coming, [ hope, when dairy- 
men will be compelled to recognize the 
fact that wholesome milk cannot be made 
from vunwholesome water—that he who 
compels his stook to slake thirst out of 
pools festering with typhoid and other 
diseases is more criminal when he sends 
the milk of such cows to the consumer 
than he who skims and dilutes bis milk 
with pure water, since the tirst tampers 
with health and lifo whilet the latter 
touches only the pocket, But many far- 
mors aro ignorant of these facts and think 
they do no harm in compelling cows to 
drink of filthy waters, and when their 
milk is taken to the factory, the mauufac- 
turor is expected to turn it into a fino pro- 
duct, and a failure to do #0 i charged to a 
lack of skill or neglect of his duties. I 
can point to farms whon the lack of water 
for the nood of herds has made more loss 
in a single season than the cost of sinking 
wolls and oreoting windmills for giving an 
abundant supply—the question of a good 
water supply for dairy farms is one that 
not only pertains to new districta where 
dairying is about to be introduced, but it 
concerns largely the old dairy districts 
whore from neglect, or ignorance as to the 
true value of good water conveniently lo 
cated for stock, there is an inadequate sup- 

ly.

Hope for Ireland, 


AMENDMENT TOTHE LAND LAW ACT OF LAST 
WAR CONTEMPLATED—GLADSTONE’S STATE- 
MENT OF HIS PROGRAMME, 


Lonpon, April 26, 

In the House of Commons to-day Mr, Red 
mond, in moving the second reading of the 
Land Law of Ireland Act amendment bill 
drafted by Mr. Healey and Mr, Parnell to 
the Irish Land Aot of 1881, said he believed 
the necessity of an amendment tothe Act 
was recognized by eyerybody. The bill was 
8 ornshipg answer to the acousstion that the 
Irish party desired to deprive the tenants of 
the benefits of the Land Act, Mr. Gladstone 
eaid the Government oould not support 
the second reading of the bill. The Land 
Act might not be disturbed, but this opinion 
did not apply tothe purchase and arrears 
clauses of it. Tho latter olause certainly 
fellfar short of its object, and should be 
legislated upon early in the present session, 
The Government would approach the ques- 
tion impartially, listeuing to the suggestious 
of all qualified persons, and settling the ques- 
tion effectually, Mr, Gladstone praised the 
system for settling arreary sketched in 
the Irish bill, and he said he knew many 
landlords thought sottloment should be com- 
pulsory. He considered that the relief should 
take the form of s gift, and not of a loan, He 
saw in the Irish bill the firat gleam of hope on 
a dark subject for although he was confident 
of the power of the Empire, compulsion was 
completely alien to the spirit of the oonstitu- 
tion. He spproyed of the applisation of the 
Irish Churoh surplus fund for aiding tonants 
in arrear’, but feare’ thatthe fand was not 
large enough for the purpose. 

Messrs. Healy, O'Shea, and MoFarlane ox- 
pressed satisfaction with Mr, Gladstone’s 
atatemout. Mr. Forster announced that the 
Land Commission would issue a circular stat 
ing that it is ready to send a valuator to farms 
Where the landlords and tenants agree to 
adopt his decision.

The Redistribution Bill. 


In the House of Commons on the 28th, | 
Sir John A, Macdonald introduced the 
Redistribution Bill, the principal provisions 
of which aro thus outlined by the Mail: 

Tho House will consist of 211 members, 
instead of 206 as now. Manitoba obtains 
ono additional member, which is glvon to 
Winnipeg, making its representation tive, 
instead of four, Ontario bas an addition | 
of four members, and the changes required | 
to provide for them will necessitate a ro- 
arrangement of six constituencies, The 
town of Niagara isto be united to the 
county of Lincoln, Tho town of Cornwall 
is to bo added to the county of Stormont. 
Essox is to have two.mombors instead of 
one. Lambton will have two members in- 
stead of one. Bruce will have three mom- 
bers, instead of two; Middlesex, which has 
now three mombers, will -have four; On- 
tario, which has now two mombors, will 
have three.
